Dear Fellow Citizens of Northfield: 


The 200th anniversary of the town is over and we wish to thank all those 
people who devoted many endless hours to a successful celebration. 


The problem of administration of the town is becoming extremely dif- 
ficult due to the ever increasing spiral of inflation and governmental regula- 
tions. In order to maintain our current services increased funds were needed. 
We are thankful we did not have any large unexpected expenses this year. 


The semi-annual tax billing has helped in meeting our expenses but tax 
monies are slow in coming in. The town had to pay approximately 
$23,000.00 in interest on tax anticipation notes this year. This figure is 
reflected in the increasing tax rate. We ask our citizens to help eliminate this 
expense by prompt payment of tax bills. 


We are pleased to announce that the Arch has been accepted as a Na- 
tional Historic Landmark and is now eligible for matching Federal Funds for 
its repair. Another town building, the Hall Memorial Library, is also 
registered as a National Historic Landmark. 


The selectmen are in agreement with the results of the findings by the 
Tri-Town School Study Committee. Any change suggested during the study 
of school costs would have resulted in a heavy impact on the taxpayers of 
Northfield. The committee recommended that the formula remain as cur- 
rently formulated. 


The town is what we make it. The Board of Selectmen gives our sincere 
thanks for all the people who work so diligently; such as committees, town 
officers, town employees, residents through participation at meetings, and 
volunteers, to make our town one to be proud of.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the County of Merrimack in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield Town Hall the tenth day 
of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers and School District officers for 
the ensuing year, and to see if the Town will adopt Expanded Elderly Exemp- 
tion. And on the fourteenth day of March next at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects: 


2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawals from Revenue 
Sharing Funds, established under the provision of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for 
the following priority purposes, and in the amount indicated, or take any ac- 
tion thereon: 


1. Fireproof Files 1,600.00 
2. Police Typewriter 250.00 
3. Copier—Police 2,700.00 
4. Camera—Police 610.00 
5. Police Radio 2,400.00 
6. Electric Door Openers—Highway 1,200.00 
7. Boiler—Highway Department 5,000.00 
8. Sander Body—Highway Dept. 7,800.00 
9. Floor Jack—Highway Dept. 1,400.00 
10. Roof Repair—Library 1,000.00 
11. Projector for Library 500.00 
12. Sewer Administration 1,000.00 
13. Master Plan Development 5,000.00 
14. To Reduce Operating Expenses—Highway 12,500.00 
15. To Reduce Operating Expenses—Police 12,500.00 
TOTAL 55,460.00 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars ($500.00) to be placed in the Recreation Council Building Fund. 
The Fund is to be used for the eventual construction of a community building. 
A similar article appears in the Tilton Warrant. (By request). 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) as one-half of the cost of the plaque for the Brig. 
Gen. Andrew B. Cannon Memorial Bridge. (By petition). A similar article ap- 
pears in the Tilton Warrant. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to petition the Representatives and Senators 
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who represent the Town in the General Court to support in the current session 
of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to amend the State Constitu- 
tion to limit the annual increase in property taxes to five percent and to limit 
the annual increase in spending by the State or any City, Town, or other 
governmental unit of the State to five percent. (By petition). 


6. To see if the Town will authorize the Highway Department to provide 
winter maintenance to the right-of-way off Shaker Road located between Bay 
Hill Extension and Fiske Road, abutting the properties of Jenness, Moyers, 
Summers, and Moshers. (By petition). 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$12,299.17 to continue the services of the Northfield-Sanbornton-Tilton 
Youth Assistance Program. Should one of the above-named towns not ap- 
propriate funds for this program, any supporting towns will be refunded for 
their monies, and the programs will be defunct. (By petition). 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept, 
receive, and expend any Federal funds that may become available to the Town 
within the fiscal year 1981. 


9. To see if the Town will adopt the Wetlands Ordinance as proposed by 
the Planning Board. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept Antirecession Fiscal Assistance 
Program funds, if any, to defray operating expenses of the Highway Depart- 
ment. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,877.16 that the 
Bicentennial Committee raised, to be turned over to the Northfield Historical 
Society, also any assets that the Bicentennial Committee has left over (plates, 
bottles, etc.). (By petition). 


12. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the storage and processing of 
designated hazardous waste material within the Town of Northfield. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget submitted by the 
Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to discount 
by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 days of the 
date of billing. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in an- 
ticipation of taxes. 


16. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer or dispose 
of any real estate, that may be acquired through the Tax Collector’s deeds. 


17. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting. 
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The polls shall be closed not earlier than six of the clock in the evening. 
Given under our hands and seals at Northfield this fourth day of February 
in the year of our Lord, nineteen hundred and eighty-one.

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WETLANDS CONSERVATION DISTRICT ORDINANCE 


A. Purpose and Intent 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to protect the public health, safety and 
general welfare by controlling and guiding the use of land areas which have 
been found to be subjected to high water tables for extended periods of time. 

It is intended that this Ordinance shall: 

1. Prevent the development of structures and land uses on naturally occur- 
ring wetlands which will contribute to pollution of surface and ground water 
by sewage or toxic substances. 

2. Prevent the destruction of, or significant changes to, natural wetlands 
which provide flood protection. 


3. Protect unique and unusual natural areas. 
4. Protect wildlife habitats and maintain ecological balances. 


5. Protect potential water supplies and existing aquifers (water-bearing 
stratum) and aquifer recharge areas. 


6. Prevent expenditure of municipal funds for the purposes of providing 
and/or maintaining essential services and utilities which might be required as 
a result of misuse or abuse of wetlands. 


7. Encourage those low-intensity uses that can be harmoniously, ap- 
propriately and safely located in wetlands. 


B. Wetlands Defined 


1. Wetlands include areas where the soil series are classified as ‘‘very poor- 
ly drained’’ or ‘‘poorly drained’’ by the Merrimack County Soil Survey, 
dated June, 1965. 


a. “‘Very Poorly Drained’’ soils include: 
Marsh (Mh) 
Mixed alluvial land (Mn) 
Muck and Peat (Mp) 
Saco silt loam (Sa) 
Scarboro fine sandy loam (Sc) 
b. ‘Poorly Drained’’ soils include: 
AuGres series (Ag) (Au) 
Limerick silt loam (Lm) 
Ridgebury series (Rb) (Rd) 
Rumney fine sandy loam (Ru) 


2. Wetlands occurring on the above listed soil series may be further iden- 
tified and defined according to vegetation. Wetlands include areas where the 
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vegetational community consists of, but does not necessarily include all of, 
the following: 
a. Swamps are areas where the water table is at or near the ground 
surface for a significant part of the year. The vegetational com- 
munity consists mostly of trees and woody shrubs, such as: 


Alders Poison Sumac 
Arrow-wood Red Maple 
Atlantic White Cedar Rhodora 

Black Ash Sphagnum Moss 
Black Gum Spicebush 

Black Spruce Sweet Pepperbush 
Buttonbush Tamarack (Larch) 
Common Elder Willows 
High-bush Blueberry Winterberry 
Marsh Rose 


b. Marshes are treeless wetlands dominated by soft-stemmed herba- 
ceous plants..The surface of the marsh is covered with water year 
around, though seasonal fluctuations in water depth are expected. 
Marshes range from the wet meadows variety to deep marshes 
which can be covered with several feet of water. The vegetational 
community is made up of some or all of the following: 


Arums Leatherleaf 

Bladderworts Pickerel Weeds 

Bur-reeds Rushes 

Cat-tails Sedges, including Bulrushes, 
Duckweeds Cotton-grasses & 

Eelgrass Wool-grasses 

Frog’s-bits Smartweeds 

Horsetails Sweet Gale 

Hydrophylus Grasses Water-lilies 


Water Milfoil 


c. Bogs consist of peat or muck deposits of significant depths and 
are characterized by a distinct group of trees and plants which are 
adapted to the bog’s highly acidic conditions. The water in a bog 
is practically devoid of oxygen and nutrients. Bogs usually 
develop in undrained glacial depressions. Typical plants are: 


Atlantic White Cedar Pale Laurel 
Black Spruce Pitcher-plants 
Bladderworts Rhodora 
‘Bog or Buckbean Sedges 
Bog-laurel Sheep Laurel 


Bog-rosemary Sphagnum Moss 
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Wetlands Conservation District Ordinance (continued) 


Cotton Grass Sundews 
High-bush Blueberry Sweet Gale 
Leatherleaf 


C. District Boundaries 
1. Wetlands Conservation District Defined 


The Wetlands Conservation District is defined as those areas delineated as 
very poorly and poorly drained soils by the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Soil Conservation Service, in the Soil Survey of Merrimack County, New 
Hampshire, dated June, 1965. The Wetlands Conservation District includes 
those areas such as swamps, marshes and bogs that are inundated or 
saturated by surface or ground water at a frequency and duration sufficient 
to support a prevalence of vegetation adapted for life in saturated soil condi- 
tions. 


2. Establishment of a District 


The limits of the Wetlands Conservation District are hereby determined to 
be areas of one acre or more in size, or of any size if contiguous to surface 
waters such as lakes, ponds and streams, subjected to high water tables for 
extended periods of time and include, but are not necessarily limited to, all 
such areas delineated as wetlands on the current Northfield Wetlands Map, 
which is on file in the office of the Northfield Town Clerk. 


3. Wetlands Incorrectly Delineated 


Where it is alleged that an area has been incorrectly delineated as a wetland, 
or that an area not so designated meets the criteria for wetlands designation, 
the Planning Board shall determine whether the regulations contained herein 
have application. 


The Planning Board shall make their judgement under this section only 
upon the determination by a qualified soil scientist(s) and/or plant 
scientist(s) on the basis of additional on-site investigation or other suitable 
research that the information contained on the Wetlands Map is incorrect. 
This evidence shall be acceptable only when presented in written form by 
said scientist(s) to the Planning Board. Any necessary soil testing procedures 
shall be conducted at the expense of the landowner or developer. 


D. Relation to Other Districts 


Where the Wetlands Conservation District is superimposed over another 
zoning district, the more restrictive regulations shall apply. 


E. Permitted Uses 


1. Permitted uses are those which will not require the erection or construc- 
tion of any structures or buildings, will not alter the natural surface con- 
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figuration by the addition of fill or by dredging and uses that otherwise are 
permitted by the zoning ordinance. Such uses may include the following: 


a. forestry-tree farming, using best management practices in order 
to protect streams from damage and to prevent sedimentation; 


b. cultivation and harvesting of crops according to recognized soil 
conservation practices, including the protection of wetlands from 
pollution caused by fertilizers, pesticides and herbicides used in 
such cultivation; 


c. wildlife refuges; 


d. parks and recreation uses consistent with the purpose and intent 
of this ordinance; 


e. conservation areas and nature trails; 


f. Open spaces as permitted or required by the subdivision regula- 
tions or the zoning ordinance. 


F. Special Exceptions 


Special exceptions may be granted by the Board of Adjustment, after pro- 
per public notice and public hearing, for undertaking the following uses in 
the Wetlands Conservation District when the application has been referred 
to the Planning Board, the Conservation Commission, and to the Health Of- 
ficer for review and comment at least twenty (20) days prior to the hearing. 


1. Streets, roads and other access ways and utility right-of-way easements, 
including power lines and pipe lines if so located and constructed as to 
minimize any detrimental impact of such uses upon the wetland. 


2. Water impoundments. 


3. The undertaking of a use not otherwise permitted in the Wetlands Con- 
servation District, if it can be shown that such proposed use is not in conflict 
with any and all of the purposes and intentions listed in Section A of this Or- 
dinance. 


G. Special Provisions 


1. No septic tank or leach field may be constructed or enlarged closer than 
one hundred twenty-five (125) feet to any wetland. 


2. Where the minimum size requirement for a lot is one acre or less, no 
part of that minimum acreage may include wetlands. Lots over one acre in 
size may include wetlands, provided that at least one acre is comprised of 
non-wetland soils. 

3. All land included in the Wetlands Conservation District shall be ap- 
praised for tax purposes at its full and true value in money, based on its 
market value as undevelopable land required to remain in open space. 
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Wetlands Conservation District Ordinance (continued) 


H. Separability 


If any section, provision, portion, clause or phrase of this ordinance shall 
be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court or competent authori- 
ty, such holding shall not affect, impair or invalidate any other section, pro- 
vision, portion, clause or phrase of this ordinance. 


I. Conflict With Other Regulations 


Where any provision of this ordinance is in conflict with State law or other 
local ordinance, the more stringent provision shall apply.

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and ac- 
count groups of the Town of Northfield for the year ended December 31, 
1979 and have issued our report thereon dated August 20, 1980. As part of 
Our examination, we reviewed and tested the Town’s system of internal ac- 
counting control to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system 
as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, 
the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in 
determining the nature, timing and extent of other such auditing procedures 
that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 
Such study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we believe 
to be material weaknesses. 


Selectmen’s Journals: 

At the present time entries are made in the Selectmen’s cash journals by 
the Town Treasurer. These journals should be maintained in the Selectmen’s 
office under their direction and employed among other reasons as a control 
Over revenues and disbursements for budgetary purposes and as a com- 
parison with the Treasurer’s cash journals. The Selectmen’s secretary does 
maintain ledger cards on expenditures but no record of receipts, nor a con- 
trol on total expenditures. These journals would furnish the control 
necessary. We recommend that the maintaining of these journals be 
reassigned to the Selectmen’s office. 


OTHER 
Yield Taxes: 

The current method employed by the Selectmen regarding the commit- 
ment of yield taxes is to commit the net amount of tax due, that is the full 
amount of tax less any yield tax deposits applicable to the taxpayer. The cor- 
rect method is to commit the taxes in total and issue a check to the Tax Col- 
lector for any yield tax deposits applicable. We recommend that this be done 
in the future. 


Purchase Order System: 

It was noted that the Town does not employ a formal purchase order 
system. It is again recommended that the Town install a centralized purchase 
order procedure, receiving system in order that the Town Officials be in- 
formed at all times as to the status of unexpended and unobligated funds of 
each department. 
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Supplies Inventory: 

The Town does not maintain a perpetual inventory record for materials 
and supplies. It is recommended that a system of perpetual inventory be set 
up and that periodic physical inventories be made and compared with the 
records. Such records would be of value for future ordering and to establish 
proof for insurance purposes in the event of loss by fire or theft. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets: 

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town has 
not maintained a record of its fixed assets. In order to adequately maintain 
control of its existing fixed assets we recommend the Town conduct an in- 
ventory of these assets as soon as practical. As part of their long-term 
policies, Town Officials should initiate fixed asset records. Cost or con- 
sideration given is the generally accepted method for valuing fixed assets, 
and should be recorded on all new acquisitions. Where adequate documenta- 
tion of cost is unavailable for existing fixed assets, an estimate of original 
cost is an acceptable standard under accounting principles for governmental 
entities. The existence of fixed asset records will not only aid Town Officials 
in their control of these assets, but should be an invaluable tool in long-range 
planning. 

Trustees of Trust Funds: 

The savings bank books of the Trustees of Trust Funds are kept at the 
home of one of the Trustees. It is recommended that they be kept in a safety 
deposit box or stored in the fireproof safe in the Town Office. 


Other: 

The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but 
not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and reliability of financial records for 
preparing financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. 
The concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of 
internal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also 
recognizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates 
and judgement by management. 

There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering 
the potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In 
the performance of most control procedures, errors can result from 
misunderstanding of instructions, mistakes of judgement, carelessness or 
other personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends 
upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, con- 
trol procedures can be circumvented intentionally by management with 
respect to the estimates and judgements required in the preparation of finan- 
cial statements. Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting 
control to future periods is subject to the risk that the procedures may 
become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
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compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 

Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting 
control for the year ended December 31, 1979 which was set forth in the first 
paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 

It should be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature and that we 
do not intend to imply that our review failed to disclose commendable 
features in the present accounting and operating procedures of the Town of 
Northfield. 


Publication Requirement: 

The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this letter be published 
in the next annual report. However, we suggest that you consider the 
publication of the entire report which includes auditor’s opinion, financial 
statements and notes to financial statements. No portion of either the 
auditor’s opinion, financial statements or notes to financial statements may 
be published separately. 

Other: 

We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of 

Northfield for their assistance during the course of our audit.

We have experienced many changes during the year including a new ad- 
ministrator, implementation of a new reporting system, an up-lift to our 
police station and new uniforms, all which have given us some much needed 
pride in our police department and to our community. 

We have also experienced positive and productive relationships with area 
police departments which have developed into firm working relations for 
Northfield as well as surrounding towns, which were non-existent in the 
past. 

We need the continued support of our community residents during our 
reconstruction period, where we hope to develop our skills by training 
schools, classes and on-the-job training programs to provide our community 
with better services in the future. 

Your continued support of this department will be a cornerstone on which 
we will build a more professional and proficient police department to meet 
the needs of our community and provide the much needed services and pro- 
tection. We are looking forward for your continued support as citizens of 
Northfield.

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TILTON-NORTHFIELD RECREATION COUNCIL 
1980 Annual Report 


Since my last report to you, we have attained many of our goals which we 
set for ourselves as a Council, have made new changes in our recreation pro- 
grams and our recreation center has taken on a new look. 

Our ski program was offered again but due to lack of snow the program 
was cancelled and monies refunded. Family ice skating was very popular and 
enjoyed by all. 

January brought about new ideas and new programs for all ages. We 
formed a boys basketball team and competed with two other teams. The 
boys sold popcorn and raised enough money to buy new jerseys for their 
team. The team is going to be a regular recreation activity. An energetic class 
of approximately thirty preschoolers attended exercise classes which was a 
new program undertaken this year by Debbie. We had open hall game tour- 
naments in air hockey, ping pong, pool and other games. 

Debbie conducted exercises with the 55 Plus Club members and held 
beano for the occupants of the Tilton senior citizen center. 

Macrame, dance lessons, wrestling, slimnastics and gymnastics were some 
of our spring programs. Our Easter egg hunt at the Pines was enjoyed by 
everyone. The weather was in our favor this year and the Easter bunny was 
able to have a lot of help finding his eggs. Tennis classes were taught at the 
Tilton Prep School tennis courts and also kite making was taught. 

The first week of June brought about a change in our recreation center. 
Volunteers of all ages came to the hall with sponges, buckets, mops, brooms, 
paint brushes, etc. to clean up the recreation center. The entranceway walls 
were all scrubbed down and repainted. The big window in the front got 
cleaned and polished and a new ‘‘coming events’’ board was hung in the win- 
dow. Lettering was added to the front door so people would know our loca- 
tion in the Town Hall. The recreation center was closed for a few days to 
enable Chris Meinhold to strip the entrance and exit stairs and main floor 
and put down the new coats of sealer. After this process had dried, Charley 
Dwinal and Debbie sanded down the stage floor and put down a new coat of 
paint. The stained ceiling tiles were removed. Some were replaced with new 
ones which were being stored down in the basement and others which were 
not so badly stained were spray painted white and replaced. New stair treads 
were placed on the entrance and exit stairs. Murals were painted on the walls 
of the entranceway by Cindy Stork and the paintings hanging in the recrea- 
tion center were done by Connie Bickford. Not including the money spent 
for the entranceway murals and hall paintings, the monies were appropriated 
for this work in the 1979 budget under ‘‘Town Hall & other buildings’’. It 
was not done with monies allocated for recreation. 

Festival Day was in June this year and the annual road race went over very 
well. Intense heat plus the fact there were many other things going on that 
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weekend, resulted in a poor showing for our festival day. 

An excellent summer playground was planned and carried out by Debbie 
and her staff. Playground was set up differently this year so that the children 
themselves could select what they wanted to do for different periods of time. 
Swim program was conducted very well and we had many more children 
receiving certificates or advancing into another step. Other activities offered 
during the summer were a trip to Old Orchard Beach and we were enter- 
tained by the Interlocken Drama Troupe, etc. 

In September a soccer clinic was started for grades three through six and 
we had one hundred and ten children participating. These children were 
formed into groups which competed against one another. The basic reason 
for the clinic was to teach them soccer skills and we tried to teach them that 
the most important thing in the game was not always winning but that friend- 
ly competition amongst themselves and learning was also important. At the 
end of the competition, certificates were given to everyone who played and in 
November we had a soccer awards banquet for all participants and parents. 

Many thanks go out to the people who participated in the St. Jude’s bike- 
a-thon, and for raising the money which was received. 

Aerobic dancing started in October with an excellent turnout for classes. 
Macrame classes started again, preschoolers exercises resumed and baton 
twirling classes were started. Volleyball classes started, a Senior Citizen sing- 
a-long was held and exercises began again with the 55 Plus Club. A Charlie 
Brown movie was attended by one hundred and ten children and adults at the 
recreation center and we had our annual Halloween Party. This year we 
separated it into two large groups and had two separate parties that night. It 
worked out much better having the different age groups separated and we 
had a larger participation. 

No new classes were started in November. Open Halls were conducted on 
Friday evenings. 

Santa Claus came to town in a Chevy Pickup this year. He was accom- 
panied by the school band and the Northfield police department. My thanks 
to Russell Drew and the police officers which assisted us in bringing Santa to 
the children of Tilton and Northfield. Santa was greeted by approximately 
two hundred children and parents at the recreation center. Pictures were 
taken of the children with Santa and given to them as a gift from the Recrea- 
tion Department. 

The Bruins trip was cancelled due to lack of participation. A karate class 
has been started for the older children and is being taught by a qualified per- 
son. 

Debbie Smith’s resignation was submitted to the Council and accepted 
with regrets. She asisted us in finding a new director and when the director 
was chosen, Debbie worked with her until she had to leave for her new posi- 
tion with the Portland, Maine Department of Parks and Recreation. 

On January 12, 1981 Cindy Donovan took over the duties of Director. 
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Cindy came to us from Kennebunk, Maine but is originally from Concord, 
N.H. Cindy is a young, ambitious, friendly young woman whom I believe 
will carry on the programs which we have developed and I believe she has the 
ability to work with everyone and start new programs of interest for all. 

We as a Council still have many goals in sight but our main goal now is to 
have a Recreation Center which can be used by everyone. Please do not think 
that we are ungrateful for what we have, but many of our programs cannot 
be enjoyed by all due to inaccessability, plus the hours we have to work — 
around in order to keep harmony with fellow occupants, makes it hard to 
provide all the programs we would like to do. 

The officers of the Council are the same except that Dorkis Woodward is 
presently our secretary. Larry Kimball, Karen Range, Richard Smart and 
Mary Whitehead have joined our Council. I wish to apologize for accidently 
omitting the name of Terri Steady from our membership in last years report. 
Anyone who wishes to join us as a member of the Council or at a meeting, is 
welcome to do so. 

Speaking for myself and the other members of the Council, I hope that 
everyone is pleased with the programs and activities which have been offered 
to the two towns by the Recreation Department. We all wish to thank 
everyone who has helped us in any way to carry out our programs and we 
hope that the years to come will be better and have more new programs to of- 
fer to you. Again let me thank your for supporting us and we hope that you 
will do so in the future.

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HALL MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT FOR 1980 


The trustees and staff of the Hall Memorial Library responded to many re- 
quests from the community by increasing the hours of the library in April, 
1980.The present schedule of 11-8 daily and 11-2 on Saturdays opens the 
library for forty-five hours each week during the September to June months. 
During the summer months of July and August the library is open thirty 
hours weekly. Not only has this schedule made Tilton and Northfield’s 
public library more accessible, but the increase in annual circulation is 
evidence that the community wants and uses the library. 

Among the programs offered have been story hours for pre-schoolers, 
film programs for children on Wednesdays, 3 to 3:30, and for adults on 
Mondays, 7 to 8. Monthly displays in the library entrance culminated with 
Charles Virgin’s December-January exhibit of early Indian artifacts ex- 
cavated by him on his Silver Lake property during a ten year period. Some of 
these have been carbondated to reveal an age of 4,000 to 6,000 years, a truly 
exciting find. 

During Northfield’s Bicentennial Year, the library was decorated with 
bunting and participated in the June 21 festivities at Northfield Pines. A 
booth was sponsored by the Friends of the Library, who sold lemonade and 
magazines. On November 22 a time capsule was interred in the library lawn 
with proper ceremony and containing among many items, a letter from the 
librarian and pictures of the Hall Memorial Library ‘‘Then and Now’’. 

The Summer Reading Program winners in 1980 were Eric Ewald, Bridget 
and Shannon McKeever and they were awarded prizes of new books of their 
choice at the August 14 Ice Cream Party. 

Funds raised by the Friends of the Library, headed by Camille and Chris 
Tolme, enabled the library to install new shelving in the Mary Osgood 
Children’s Room, by March, 1980. The space there was better utilized and 
the former bookcases were added to the main library stacks, increasing shelf 
space considerably. As the two towns increase in population, a larger collec- 
tion of books may require the addition of balconies, as in our sister library in 
Brookfield, Mass. Thanks again are due to the Friends of the Library for 
raising $600 for library books by the sale of old or discarded books at the An- 
nual Book Sale on Main St., Tilton on July 21-25, 1980. Special decorations 
included a Christmas wreath donated by the Garden Club and a Beautiful 
Scotch pine given by the Gorrells and set up and decorated by Camille 
Tolme. 

The library staff, assisted greatly by help from students Marianne D’ Abr- 
raccio and David Tolme, completed the first complete inventory in years. 
More work remains to make our card catalog a truly accurate reflection of 
the collection, but the first step has been taken. 

A number of citizens made gifts of books or money for the librarian to use 
in purchasing special books in memory of the following: Georgia M. Belisle, 
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Minnie Buswell, Ruth Corliss, John T. Dodge, Walter E. Gibbs II, Mabel 
Harvey, Mrs. Rufus L. Nelson, Joseph Robert, Marjorie Robert, James S. 
Schramm, Mabel Shaw, Harold Shepherd and George W. Wheeler. We 
welcome these gifts as long-lasting memorials which warm the hearts of all 


who appreciate good books.

Fiscal Year January 1, 1980 through December 31, 1980 


It has been the goal of the Board of Directors of the Tilton-Northfield 
District Nurse to continue to offer increasing services with a high degree of 
professionalism. Having completed our first full year of the contract with 
the Franklin Visiting Nurse Association, we can reflect back that our goal 
has been met. 

During fiscal 1980 the towns of Tilton and Northfield received 3,900 pro- 
fessional care visits to patients in their homes. Each patient visit is ordered by 
a doctor and supervised by a home health care specialist. The 3,900 visits 
show the following breakdown: 


nursing care pS Al 
physical therapy 184 
home health aide 750 
homemaker 519 
supervisory 89 


In addition to patient visits, the nurse and/or board of director volunteers 
have assisted at 13 well child clinics, 5 immunization clinics, and 2 dental 
clinics. Two blood pressure clinics were carried out for Tilton-Northfield 
residents. At holiday time the District Nurse serves as coordinator for the 
distribution of food, toys, and donations. Over 60 family units were coor- 
dinated this past year through the District Nurse. 

The District Nurse, Deanna Stillings, R.N., can be reached in the District 
Nurse office at 183 Main St., Tilton, between the hours of 8:00 to 8:30 AM 
and 1:00 to 1:30 PM. weekdays. Also offered is the 8:00 AM to 4:00 PM 
telephone answering service at 286-4241.

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Tilton-Northfield-Sanbornton 
YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


July 1980 marked the completion of five years for the Youth Assistance 
Program. Serving the towns of Northfield, Sanbornton and Tilton, the pro- 
gram was originally funded, through a grant from GCCD, as a Court Diver- 
sion Program. The program came into existence in response to the three com- 
munties’ concern over juvenile crime involvement. At that time it was felt 
that a third alternative (Court Diversion) might best complement what was 
already in existence (court probation or Youth Development Center place- 
ment) and help prevent further crime involvement on the part of juveniles. 

Now in its sixth year, the Youth Assistance Program continues to provide 
a court diversion program, as well as other services to the three towns. The 
major components of Y.A.P. are: 


COURT DIVERSION: It is the goal of Court Diversion that the juvenile 
be held accountable for his/her actions and, hopefully, through participa- 
tion in the program will become a more responsible person. How is this goal 
achieved? The following are the steps in the process. 

When the person commits a crime and is apprehended by the police, there 
are three options available: 1) reprimand the individual, placing him/her in 
the custody of the parents; 2) take the child to court, where the judge may 
place him/her on probation or remand him/her to the Youth Development 
Center; 3) recommend Court Diversion. When the latter happens, the direc- 
tor of Y.A.P. meets with the police, receiving necessary background on the 
matter at hand. Following that, the director then proceeds to visit the home 
meeting with the individual and parents in order to gain a picture of the 
home environment, family dynamics, an idea of interest areas, relationships, 
needs etc. The next persons consulted are those who are involved with 
his/her educational process. In this interview school personnel are asked to 
evaluate the academic performance of the individual as well as the person’s 
relationships with other students and teachers. 

Having received this input from police, parents, and teachers, the director 
compiles that and calls together members of the Juvenile Review Board 
(JRB), who are briefed on the person involved and then meet with the 
juvenile and his/her parents. The results of the JRB meeting is that certain 
recommendations are formulated into a contract, which the juvenile is to 
fulfill within a required period of time. The contract fulfillment is monitored 
by the Y.A.P. director and failure to comply on the part of the person in- 
volved means that the case is referred back to the police, who can take court 
action. 

It is important to note that the JRB consists of members of the three com- 
munities, people who fulfill a variety of roles and fulfill certain respon- 
sibilities within the three towns. Their involvement and very presence in the 
process is, in many ways, a ‘‘communal pressure’’. We are all aware of peer 
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pressure, which, more often than not, is a negative influence on the in- 
dividual. This ‘‘communal pressure’’ hopefully can be a positive influence in 
leading the person towards a sense of accountability for his/her actions and 
a more responsible behavior within the community. In 1980, 35 cases were 
heard by the Juvenile Review Board. 

Court Diversion is a response ‘‘after the fact’’, which means after an in- 
dividual has had some contact with the law. Y.A.P. is also concerned about 
the question of prevention. What can we do to prevent these things from 
happening in the first place? We know that there is no magical solution or in- 
stant answer to that question but we at Y.A.P. are now working at 
strengthening some components of the program, and developing others, 
which we hope will be preventive. 


PEOPLE PROGRAM: This aspect of Y.A.P. has three dimensions to it. 
The first is that it provides youth of the area to come together for socializa- 
tion, as well as the opportunity to discuss with peers and adults life interests 
and concerns. 

Secondly, the People Program will provide adult matches for kids when 
that is a need. Often times a young boy or girl will benefit greatly from a rela- 
tionship with an adult who is concerned, reliable, and will listen. 

Thirdly, and this is a new dimension of the People Program, there has 
been developed a ‘‘Teen Awareness Series’’, which will begin in February 
1981. What this series will offer to kids is a number of interesting presenta- 
tions from ice fishing to communications with parents, and from 
photography to living with an alcoholic. Its emphasis is based on interests 
and needs. Diane Richardson, Y.A.P. assistant, has worked hard and long 
at making the necessary contacts in order to make this Awareness Series to 
become a reality. 


COMMUNITY EDUCATION/AWARENESS: Is it more difficult to be 
an adolescent in 1981 or to be a parent of an adolescent? Yes. Recognizing 
that parenting has its difficult moments, its frustrations and anxieties, 
Y.A.P. has arranged for a series of talks, for parents, on the subject of 
Adolescence. These presentations, utilizing resource people from other area 
agencies, will be held in February of 1981 and will look at the pressures of the 
adolescent world, communication, and alcohol and drug use/abuse. 

Y.A.P. also provides other services such as drop-in counseling, short-term 
counseling, and we provide a referral service, as well. On the drawing board, 
for the days and months ahead, there lies the thoughts of providing after 
school tutoring for kids, the establishment of a job bank, support groups for 
special needs. 

None of what has happened, is happening, or will happen here at the 
Y.A.P. office would be possible or a reality without some people having laid 
the foundation. It is through the effort, ‘‘the blood, sweat and tears’’ of our 
predecessors that allows Diane and myself the liberty to work creatively. The 
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Board of Directors also provide the challenges when necessary and support 
and encouragement always. 

But, in the end, it is the community members of Northfield, Sanbornton, 
and Tilton who provide the bottom line, the funding. With the continued 
support of the communities, we hope that we can provide a very important 
service and help to enrich the communities.

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ACME MACHINE DAM REPORT 


At the March, 1980 Town Meeting the residents of the Town of Northfield 
requested the Selectmen to form a study committee consisting of six 
members to investigate the possibility of generating hydroelectric power 
through the use of the Acme Dam. 

It came to our attention that Mr. Zoe Demos was an engineer who had 
done similar work of this nature, and would be willing to discuss the 
possibility of generating hydroelectric power. 

The Selectmen contacted Mr. Demos and he came to our meeting of 
September 23. Mr. Demos told us that he would estimate that the Acme Dam 
was capable of producing some 2 to 2% million kilowatt hours of electricity 
per year. He further stated that a Federal grant might be obtained to do a 
feasibility study. If the study proved that hydroelectric power could indeed 
be generated at this site the Town would have to repay the Federal govern- 
ment the expenses incurred, which he estimated to be $13,000.00 over a ten- 
year period with interest of 7%. If it was determined that no hydroelectric 
power could be generated the debt could be forgiven. 

It is the Selectmen’s feeling that if such a study were to be done the Town 
could benefit in several ways: 


1) If hydroelectric power could be generated at this site, the Town could 
use the power for its own purposes and could possibly provide some power 
for the school district as well. 


2) If the Town wanted to sell the property they could get more for it, since 
they would have facts and figures to present to a potential developer. 


3) The Town could sell the property with a stipulation that so many of the 
kilowatts produced would be used for municipal purposes. 


It is the opinion of the Board of Selectmen that a study committee should 
be formed to investigate these possibilities. Anyone interested in serving on 
such a committee should contact the Selectmen as soon as possible. Their ef- 
forts would be greatly appreciated.
